Queer Medical' Test' of Death. 

A recent report of experiments 
at the Academy of Medicine in 
Paris gives astonishing testimony 
of the virtue of rhythmical twitch- 
ing of the tongue as- a means of 
restoring life iff cases of drowning 
asphyxiation.

When our lauds were original for- 
ests, naiure kept up the fertility of hev. 
soil, returning all she extracted, and. 
more too, by falling twigs, leaves and. 
branches. The plowman, on the other- 
hand, begins his work of depletion of 
soil from the first year's cultivation,, 
and has continued this plan down to, 
the present. 

Now we must right about face an4 
feturu to nature's laws and giva back. 
much plant food as we. 
rery year. This can ba 
rotation of crops, 
judicious manuring, proper cultivation 
and drainage, both overground and. 
underground. 

For the past 80 years the. demand for- 
the staple crop of the south* has. steadily 
increased. The planters of the cotton, 
belt have met this demand, and the 
cotton crop has increased front 
2,500,000. in Jb69to 11,000,000 in i8aS-09. 

Has this been a wise policy, viewed 
from the standpoint of soil preservation?. 
Can we continually raise this clean,, 
exhaustive crop on the same fields and, 
maintain the fertility o£ the soil? Tho 
long suffering fields of Georgia in 189S U9r 
yielded 1,600,000 bales of cotton. For 
this bounty the fields got for their shar«, 
only a few dried leaves and sticks.. Th». 
cotton lint was all gathered and sold af- 
Scents and the see^d at 10 cents pert 
bushel, with a. promise that cotton seed* 
should be returned in. the spring, llo-.. 
tate your crops if you, would preserve 
the fertility of your land. Don't kill, 
the goose that lays the golden egg. 

And just here we refer with reasona- 
ble pride to our estimate oji the cottonj 
crop of last season. 

Baring September -we issued, a,, state*, 
ment; that the crop would ba abou-J 
9,000,000 bales, and that while cotton, 
was bringing between 5 and 6 cents. 
We believed the price would reach 

8 cents by Jan. I, 1900, and by Maroh. 1 

9 cents. 
This estimate was made after much 

correspondence and through compila- 
tion of the reports received from o«r 
correspondents in the cotton growing 
states.

TUDICK U ! MANURING. 

One of lha best methods of restoring? 
our lands is by keeping more stock and, 
feeding the products of the farm and, 
returning everything to the Jand in the 
way of manure, except the fatt«ned,. 
finished article. 

I usa all the home raised manure I, 
can make and prefer to use same on my 
grain crops. Commercial fertilizers ar*. 
good when the barnyard manures give 
out, but they should be bought judi- 
ciously. Cotton is high now, and go 
are commercial fertilizers. Next fall 
cotton may be low. Will guano bills 
due next fall bo low also? Again, we- 
eay, be careful. Don't buy too mucks 
guano. 

PKOPEK CULTIVATION. 

The object of cultivation is not only 
to keep down the obnoxious grasses and 
weeds which might destroy our crops, 
but to stir the surface in order that tha 
atoms of soil may be exposed to th* 
aotions of the elements, that we majA 
assist nature in doing her perfect work*. 
to turn under the vegetable matter 
that it may decompose and become rich 
food for the future plant; to make a 
loose, mellow bed that the seed germ* 
may easily spring up and grow off lux- 
uriously. But we must net forget the 
fact that the giant food is in the soil 
and the air, and we only plow and dig: 
to make this food more available to the 
plant. Often much fertility lies under 
the top soil In this case deep plowing- 
and subsoiling is advisable, but if the 
underlying clay is Beaky, tenacious and -= 
without fertility, I would not mix this-'* 
clay with the soil. I am an advocate- 
for deep plowing in preparing land for 
the crop, but when this is over cultivate 
as shallow as possible. 

In the words of Mr. Loyliu l<rt us,- 
then, make a careful study of the wantr 
of our different soils and an earnest 
effort to maintain, perhaps increase, 
their fertility, remembering that we are 
but stewards of our farms and have no 
moral right to draw out and sell a'l 
their fertility, thus robbing posterity of- 
its rightful inheritanca.

Lyddit Shells. 

Although all good people have a 
horror of war and the terrible tale 
which it drags in its train, there is 
a certain amount of fasinatioa 
about it because of its picturesque 
and intensely dramatic accompan- 
iments. One cannot, for instance,, 
read without absorbing interest 
of the work of our Naval Brigade 
and their awfully destructive 
lyddite shells, which, by the way- 
take their name from Lydd. on the 
Kentish coast, where the explosive 
is made and tested. Although the 
4, 7 inch gun used by the Naval- 
Brigade has a projectile weighing 
forty-five pounds, this inclatfes the 
five and half pounds' charge of cor- 
dite which expels it; the weight of 
the lyddite in its head, which breaks 
the shell into death-dealing frag- 
ments, being only ten pounds. 
The entire projectile is in form like 
a sportsman's cartridge, containing 
its own propeling charge, with the 
t addition of the bursting charge of 
I lyddite; deducting these, the weight 
of metal is only twenty nine and a 
half pounds — Chambers's Journal.

If you 
are sick and unable to work a day 
or a week, something is coming in 
still. In town if you are sick and 
unable to work a day or a week, 
expenses goon, nothing comes in, 
and the time can never regained.

people of to day are those that 
live on farms.

crop aud send the loves two- thirds u£ 
our entire crop to the sugar house, thus 
increasing largely our sugar yields aai 
diminishing onr heavy outlay annuaiiy 
for seed. " 

PREPARATION OF THE LAND. 

All soiis should be well prepared aad 
properly fertilized aud perfectly drained. 
to break or flush the laaS, 
to rows five to six feet wide, 
open the bed and in this furrow plac* 
the cane. 

PLANTIKG CANE. 

In planting the sugar cano, one com- 
tinuous stalk should be deposited in »» 
open furrow and well covered. Iu ta«^ 
fall this covering should be several-' 
inches thick. Remove the extra soil ia; 
early spring, to secure early geruuna- 

FRRT1LIZAT10N AND CULTIVATION. 

The cultivation best for corn laud is 
generally good for sugar cane. Thor- 
ough and deep preparation of the soil,; 
cultivate rapidly and as shailow as th« 
soil will permit and "lay by" when- 
canes shade the ground. The fertilis- 
ers for cane should contain enough nitro- 
genous matter to insure a large grewth 
by Sept. 1. Phosphoric acid is very 
beneficial to cane. 

Potash may be demanded npon lighte 
Bandy soils. 

Experiments have shown that the 
iimits of profit in the use of fertilizers 
are between '44 and 48 pounds of nitro- 
gen and 40 to 8'J pounds of phosphoric- 
acid, obtained from cotton seed meal 
and acid phosphate 600 pounds of oot- 
ton seed meal, 300 pounds of acid phos- 
phate. 

Under favorable conditions, the abow 
tormuia used on our best cane lands in 
South Georgia, we should obtain from 
20 to 30 tons of cane per acre.— State 
Agricultural Department. 
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Ilrin-i y Kor Corn Stalk Borers. 

Question.— Will you please also giv« 
me a remedy for what I cail borors in-' 
corn? They bore into it -when quit* 
young, just above the grains, aud the 
stalk after it gets np a foot high looks 
like a load of shot had passed through 
the blades. 

Answer — Prom the description at 
the trouble given in the above question, 
it is quiie impossible to say just what 
borer is referred to, since there aro 
not less than a dozen insects that have

reach here via England. The cus- 
toms duties and railroad and teles 
graph revenues have fallen off. 
railroads and telegraphs 
are owned by the government, a 
vei'3 large source of goyernment 
support is lost, to say nothing of 
the employes thrown out of work. 
Johannesburg in the Transval 
and Bloemfontein in the Free State 
are, to all intents and purposes, 
deserted cities. Johonnesburg, 
the largest, commercial center in 
South Africa, has, so far as trade 
is concerned, ceased to exist. 
This once busy, bustling city, 
producing monthly over fifty tons 
of gold and yearly 860,000,000 
worth, is silent. Up to this time 
goods have reached the Transval 
via Dclasroa bay, but it is not sups 
posed that they will long be per- 
mitted to enter. The two republics 
must live on their own resources. 
Their crops are ready for the 
sickle, but cannot be cut, as the 
men are off to the war. Prices 
are so high that the trade papers 
refrain from publishing the usual 
column of "market prices." Large 
qualities of gold enroute to sea- 
ports in this colony for shipment 
to England have been taken by the 
Boers. Representatives here of

Newspaper Laws. 

Once in a while it is well to re 
' mind the public of Newspaper 
Laws, for their own protection. 
j For instance, many people think 
' that if a paper comes to them with- 
out their subscribing, it is a free 
thing. Not so. If a paper gets : 
your name, sends you its- regular 
copies, and you take them from-the 
office, you are bound by astringent 
law to pay for it. Should any per- 
son receive a paper for which he 
has not subscribed, unless that pa- 
per is distinctly marked "sample 
copy" he is responsible for the pay- 
ment of the same taken from the 
office. In addition, if the first copy 
is taken from the office, he is bound 
to pay for at! the papers the pub- 
lisher may choose to- send until 
arrears are paid. 

Following are the laws: 

1. Subscribers who do not give 
positive orders to the contrary are 
considered as wishing to renew 
their subscription. 

2. If subscribers order the dis- 
continuation of their periodicals, 
the publisher may continue to send 
them until all arrears are paid. 

3. If subscribers neglect or re- 
fuse to take their periodicals from 
the postoffice to which they are 
directed they are responsible until 
they have settled their bill and or- 
dered them discontinued. 

4. If subscribers move to other 
places without informing the pub- 
lishers and the papers are sent to 
the former address, they are re- 
sponsible. 

r>. The courts have decided that 
refusing to take periodicals from 
the office or removing and leaving 
them uncalled for, is prima facie 
evidence of fraud. 

(). If subscribers pay in adyance 
they are bound to give notice at 
the end of the time if they do not 
wish to continue taking it, other- 
wise the publisher is authorized to 
send it and the subscriber will be 
responsible until specefic notice 
with payment are arrears is sent 
to the publisher. Ex.

Hard Cider Must Pay. 

Collector Rucker has received a 
communication from the depart- 
ment at Washington relative to ei 
cfers which haye spirits, and holding 
that they are subject to tax as spir 
its. The ruling, which is an im- 
portant one to all dealers in cider, 
is in part asfollows: 

"These compounds or adultera- 
tions are composed of sugar, tar- 
taric acid or vinegar, wine, sulphate 
of lime, water, etc. and cherry, 
orange, peach; or other fruit, ex^ 
tracts to flavor the mixture or 
adulterations so as as to produce 
the various kinds of so-called cider, 
peach cider, etc., as desired. 

"While the regulations of the of- 
fice relating to rectifiers apply to 
the manufacturer of the adultera- 
tions described to the extent of ren- 
dering the manufacturer of, as well 
as the dealer' in the same, liable to 
special taxes, they do not apply to 
pure cider nor to the unfermented 
juice of the grape, peach, pear or 
other fruits. Any regulations in- 
consistent with the above hereto 
fore issued by this office, is hereby 
feyoked.'* 

A" special circular has also been 
received calling attention to articles 
other than fhose"*provided by law in 
packages of tobacco, snuff and such 
thinss. It says: 

"None of the packages of smok- 
ing tobacco and finecut chewing to- 
bacco and cigarettes prescribed by 
law shall be permitted to have pack- 
ed or attached 1o, of connected with 
them, any article or thing whatso- 
ever, other tharrthe manufacturers' 
wrappers and labels, the internal 
revenue stamp and the* tobacco or 
cigarettes, respectively, put up 
therein, on which tax is required to 
be paid under the internal revenue 
laws nor shall there be affixed to, 
or branded stain" ped, Written or 
printed upon, said package, or their 
contents, any promise or offer of, 
Or afjy order or certificate for any 
gift, prize premium payment or re- 
ward," 

The collector is instructed to no- 
tify manufacturers that the above 
statutory provisions mnst be strict- 
ly observed, and all tobacco cigar- 
ettes removed from the factory in 
disregard thei'eof, found in the po 
session of the manufacturer or his 
agent's stamp bearing cancellation 
on and after the 20th prox., will be 
seized for forfeiture.

A force of 
hands was engaged in taking out 
ore under the superyision of a 
Georgia miner. The yeins are 
lar^e and very rich. Some times 
after a blast" is made gold can be 
seen in many rock in streaks al- 
most as long as a man's finger. 
The property is one of the easiest 
and cheapest mined in the county. 
The cost of milling the ore from 
these veins do not exceed fifteen 
cents per ton. 

In about two weeks the applica- 
tion for the charter of the Stand- 
ard Gold Mining Co. will have 
been published the number of times 
required by law when the charter 
will be granted and the company 
will proceed with their work on a 
large scale.

Dahloncs 
ga is twenty-fiyo miles from 
Gainesville, the nearest R. R. sta- 
tion from which all machinery has 
to be hauled on wagons. But the 
greatest delay was caused by the 
scarcity of lumber. There .are on- 
ly a few saw mills in this 
county, and they are very small 
ones, not being able to turn out 
lumber as fast as it was needed. 
There neyer was such a demand 
for lumber here before and they 
were not prepared for it. But we 
hope that this will not occur again. 
New saw mill men are moying in. 
now getting ready for the rush.
